Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  for  1957. 

The  statistics  are  not  so  good  as  in  recent  years,  but 
there  has  been  a  great  improvement  in  the  Still  Birth  Rate. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  17.4  (England  and  Wales  16.1) . 

The  Crude  Death  Rato  was  11.3  (England  and  Wales  11.5). 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rato  was  32.1  (England  and  Wales 
23.0)  .  This  is  almost  double  the  rate  for  1956  although  the 
number  of  deaths  was  only  8  (4  in  1956) •  The  usual  causes  of 
death  in  young  infants  operated,  viz:  broncho  pneumonia, 
prematurity,  congenital  heart  lesions  and  birth  injuries. 

There  was  aiso  one  death  at  7  months  from  whooping  cough.  The 
last  named  is  a  very  serious  disease  in  young  infants. 

The  Still  Birth  Rato  was  27.3  (53.4  in  1956).  This  is 
still  above  the  figure  for  England  and  Wales  of  16.1. 

There  was  one  maternal  death.  This  occurred  on  the  tenth 
day  after  a  Caesarean  section,  probably  from  pulmonary  embolism. 

There  wore  113  notifications  of  infectious  disease  against 
478  for  1956,  the  difference  being  largely  duo  to  the  fact  that 
1956  was  an  epidemic  year  for  measles  in  the  Millom  district. 

The  1956  whooping  cough  epidemic  continued  during  the  first 
months  of  the  year. 

In  May  a  severe  case  of  anterior  poliomyelitis  occurred 
in  Haverigg  in  a  man  from  an  R.A.E.  camp  in  Shropshire.  He  was 
transferred  to  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  in  Barrow  and 
placed  in  an  iron  lung,  but  died  in  two  days.  No  other  case 
was  found,  either  at  the  camp  or  in  the  Millom  Rural  District. 
Later  in  the  year  in  August,  four  other  cases  of  poliomyolitis 
were  admitted  to  hospital  -  throo  paralytic  from  Borwick  Rails, 
and  one  non-paralytic  from  Drigg.  These  cases  all  did  well,  any 
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disability  supervening  being  minimal. 

Following  this  the  influenza  pandemic  attacked  the  Millom 
Rural  District  and  a  large  number  of  cases  occurred.  There 
were  32  notifications  of  influenzal  pneumonia  with  two  deaths. 

In  October  the  Windscalo  accident  filled  the  minds  of  the 
people  for  several  weeks.  All  the  .area  was  under  the  Milk  Ban  - 
part  of  it  for  42  days.  Adequate  supplies  of  milk  were  forth¬ 
coming  from  sources  well  outside  the  controlled  area. 

Housing  made  slight  progress  in  1957,  but  in  November  the 
Council  reluctantly  announced  that  for  the  present  they  would  not 
erect  more  (Council)  houses.  This  was  because  the  Bank  rate 
would  increase  the  cost  so  much  that  an  economic  rent  would  be 
£2.10.0  per  week.  If  people  were  willing  to  pay  this,  however, 
an  endeavour  would  be  made  to  build  for  them. 

The  Millom  Comprehensive  School  buildings  were  started ' in 
October  and  wore  making  good  progress  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

No  new  water  schemes  were  undertaken  in  1957,  but  the 
Annaside  main  was  scraped  -  a  work  of  real  necessity.  Some 
progress  was  made  in  the  Northern  Areas  Scheme  and  towards  the 
formation  of  a  Joint  Water  Board  with  Whitehaven  and  Innerdale 
Rural  District.  The  latter  was  the  strong  recommendation  of  a 
Ministry  Circular.  Miss  Barscn  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  came 
from  London  to  address  all  three  Councils  in  turn,  and  explained 
the  advantages  that  would  accrue  from  the  formation  of  a  Joint 
Board.  Later  an  inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  came  to 
investigate  the  Northern  Areas  Scheme,  and  was  shown  round  the 
district  by  the  Water  Manager. 

No  main  sewerage  schemes  wore  undertaken,  although  159  yards 
of  sower  were  relaid  in  the  district.  Several  more  properties 
wore  put  on  septic  tank  drainage. 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  thank  the  Council  for  their 
continued  help,  and  the  staff  for  their  ready  and  effective 
co-operation.

There  was  a  sharp  rise  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  140  in 
1956  to  162  in  1957.  This  concerned  the  figure  for  males,  which 
rose  from  65  to  92,  the  corresponding  number  for  females  actually 

dropping  from  75  to  70  * 

Deaths  from  cancer  rose  from  23  to  28,  and  from  circulatory 
disorders  from  72  to  79.  There  were  6  deaths  from  influenza  - 
none  in  1956,  These  account  for  most  of  the  increase*

Both  the  chemical  analysis  and  the  bacteriol¬ 
ogical  tests  show  that  this  sample  is  of  a  high 
order  of  purity  for  a  raw  water  intended  for 
domestic  supply;  the  probable  number  of  coliform 
organisms  is  of  the  order  of  5  per  .1.00  ml,  of 
sample,  not  an  excessive  figure  for  an  untreated 
water . 

The  real  criticism  is  directed  towards  the 
considerable  deposit  shown  under  the  microscopical 
examination,  probably  derived  from  the  mains; 
flushing  should  be  carried  out  to  remedy  a  condition 
which  may  give  rise  to  unsightly  suspended  matters 
in  the  supply*

( 3 )  Report  on  PI umbo- solvency . 

Although  previous  chemical  analyses  of  the  water 
from  various  supplies  throughout  the  district,  with  the 
exception  of  Devoke  supply,  suggest  that  the  risk,  of 
plumbo- solvency  is  negligible,  th.e  Ministry  of  Health 
have  approvod  a  Bye  lav;  prohibiting  the  use  of  pipes  of

lead  or  lead  alloy  for  use  in  water  services  intended 
for  the  conveyance  of  water  for  human  consumption. 


( 4 )  Action  in  respect  of  any  form  of  contamination . 

With  the  exception  of  the  Santon  Area  supply,  which 
is  received  in  bulk  from  the  Ennerdale  R.D.C.,  all  supplies 
are  chlorinated.  When  contamination  of  a  raw  water  is 
indicated  by  increased  ''Chlorine  demand”  the  gathering 
grounds  of  that  particular  source  are  inspected  to  as¬ 
certain  the  probable  cause.  Q,uite  frequently  contamination 
is  caused  by  the  unburied  bodies  of  animals,  particularly 
sheep.  These  carcasses  are  removed  and  buried  elsewhere. 
The  area  where  the  carcass  had  lain  is  then  treated  with 
lime.  Samples  of  water  going  into  supply  are  regularly 
sent  from  all  supplies  for  bacteriological  examination  and 
mains  are  periodically  flushed.

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Hi  Horn  Supply  Area. 

During  1957  Lanthwaite  Filter  Station  functioned 
satisfactorily. 

While  the  satisfactory  sequence  of  rainfall  maintained 
Baystone  Bank  Reservoir  at  an  adequate  level,  a  certain 
amount  of  pumping  took  place  at  Hole  House  Pumping  Station 
in  order  to  maintain  satisfactory  pressures  at  The  Hill 
and  Pannatt  Hill  districts  at  times  of  peak  demand.  This 
lack  of  pressure  in  these  areas  was  caused  chiefly  by  high 
frictional  losses  between  Baystone  Bank  and  Lanthwaite 
Filter  Station.  This  trouble  was  foreseen  and  referred 
to  in  the  1951  Spens  Report.  The  report  recommended  the 
building  of  a  1,000,000  gallon  balancing  reservoir  with 
a  T.W.L.  of  175  ft.  A.O.D.  near  Millom. 

In  my  September  report  to  the  Water  Committee  I  stated, 
"Whilst  the  building  of  a  balancing  reservoir,  as  recommended 
in  the  Spens  Report,  will  in  time  prove  absolutely  essential, 
the  present  local  shortage  could  be  overcome  by  one  of  the 
following  methods : - 

(1)  The  laying  of  a  15"  trunk  main  to  duplicate  the 
present  12"  main  between  Baystone  Bank  Reservoir 
and  Lanthwaite  Filter  Station. 

or 

(2)  a.  The  continuation  of  the  existing  12”  Baystone  Bank 

emergency  bywash  main  through  the  overflow  sill 
into  the  reservoir  to  provide  a  syphon  supply  to 
assist  the  present  10”  gravity  supply. 

Plus 

b.  The  provision  of  a  5,000  gallon  storage  tank  to 

be  sited  near  School  Ellis,  The  Hill,  with  ancillary 
works  to  convert  the  main  serving  The  Hill  area  into 
a  closed  circuit." 

After  consideration  the  Council  decided  to  carry  out 
scheme  (2).  It  was  not  possible  to  obtain  the  necessary 
materials  to  allow  the  work  to  be  completed  during  1957, 
but  it  is  anticipated  that  this  should  be  possible  by 
March  1958.

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The  cleaning  of  the  4W  trunk  main  during  1956 
resulted  in  greatly  improved  water  supplies  to  all  parts 
of  the  area,  with  the  exception  of  the  Annaside  district. 

The  3”  cast  iron  main  serving  the  Annaside  district  was 
scraped  and  cleaned  in  September  of  this  year,  and  adequate 
supplies  of  water  are  now  available  to  consumers  in  this 
area , 

Northern  Supply  Area  (Devoke) . 

The  5”  trunk  main  between  Carleton  Hall  and  White 
Gate,  Drigg  was  scraped  and  cleaned  during  April,  and  the 
source  of  supply  to  this  section  of  main  transferred  from 
Devoke  Water  to  Wast water. 

While  there  has  been  a  marked  improvement  in  pressures 
as  a  result  of  the  scraping  and  transfer  of  supply  source, 
the  usual  post-scraping  discolouration  of  water  going  into 
supply  has  been  slow  to  clear. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  chlorine  demand  of 
water  from  this  source  has  again  been  very  varied,  and  it 
has  proved  very  difficult  with  the  limited  supervision 
available  to  maintain  a  constantly  correct  chlorine  dosage 
without  producing  under  chlorination  on  the  one  hand,  or 
over  chlorination  with  resulting  complaints  of  taste  on  the 
other . 

Northern  Supply  Area  (Wastwater) . 

As  in  previous  years,  the  water  supplied  from  this 
source  has  been  very  good  in  both  quantity  and  quality. 

Water  from  this  source  now  serves  the  greater  part  of  the 
Northern  Area  i.e.  Seascale,  Drigg,  Holmrook  and  Irton 
with  Santon. 

Boot  Supply  Area. 

Throughout  the  year  water  going  into  supply  has  been 
adequate  in  quantity  and  generally  good  in  quality, 

Santon  Supply  Area . 

While  the  bacteriological  purity  of  water  supplied  to 
this  area  has  improved,  complaints  are  still  frequently 
received  regarding  lack  of  pressure  at  peak  demand  periods. 
This  is,  of  course,  due  to  a  coinciding  pressure  drop  in  the 
Ennerdale  R.D.C.  mains  from  which  the  Santon  Supply  Area  is 
served.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  TIE  SURVEYOR  4  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR

Madam, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  22nd.  Annual  Report  of  tho 
work  carried  out  in  my  Department  during  the  year  ending  31st.  December,  1957. 

!  HOUSING. 

From  tho  details  herewith  set  out  you  will  note  that  tho  general 
inspections,  together  with  tho  repairs  and  improvements  effected,  have  boon 
generally  well  maintained* 

Tho  frequent  additions  which  are  now  being  made  to  Public  Health 
legislation  serve  to  increase  an  already  comprehensive  list  of  Acts  and 
Instruments  connected  and  concerned  with  matters  of  Public  Health. 

In  addition  to  tho  normal  routine  work  in  the  Public  Health  Department 
which  already  covers  a  very  wide  variety  of  duties,  there  have  been  many  other 
works  of  importance  to  which  attention  has  had  to  be  given. 

Improvements  are  still  very  necessary  in  some  parts  of  tho  more  Rural 
Parishes  and  in  this  respect  I  refer  particularly  to  schemes  for  sewage  disposal 
arrangements. 

Although  new  houses  are  not  being  erected  or  oven  contemplated  in  some 
of  those  Parishes,  those  houses  already  in  existence  should  not  bo  overlooked 
when  giving  consideration  to  tho  provision  of  amenities  for  thoso  occupiers 
similar  to  those  enjoyed  by  Council  House  tenants. 

There  are  many  properties  sited  in  groups  of  8  to  10  which  hove  over  tho 
year  been  well  maintained  by  their  owners  but  which  lack  the  facilities  of 
modem  sanitary  arrangements  which  could  well  be  provided  by  the  installation 
of  a  small  sewage  works.  Although  finance  is  the  greatest  obstacle  at  tho 
moment  which  prevents  such  schemes  materialising,  one  must  look  forward  to  tho 
not  too  distant  future  when  Local  Authorities  will  bo  released  from  this 
handicap  and  will  be  in  a  position  to  make  progress  in  this  important  aspect 
of  Public  Health. 

Having  now  had  experience  in  the  operation  of  the  Landlord  and  Tenant  Act, 
and  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rent  Act,  1954>  the  flood  of  applications  for 
certificates  which  was  generally  anticipated  niter  those  Acts  cane  into  force  has 
not  materialised.  This  appears  to  be  mainly  due  to  the  fact  that  very  few 
landlords  thought  it  worth  while  to  try  and  secure  tho  relatively  small  repairs 
increase*  Now  that  the  Rent  Act  of  1957  h  become  operative,  with  the  possib¬ 
ility  of  a  larger  rent  increase,  tho  question  of  more  repairs  being  given  attention 
is  likely  to  become  a  major  issue.  Increases  of  rent  nado  pon.iis sable  as  a 
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result  of  tho  Act  may  stimulate  the  repair  of  houses  and  night  well  put  the 
brake  on  improvements  and  modernisation  of  such  properties,  and  I  an  of  tho 
opinion  that  if  tho  number  of  sub— standard  houses  is  to  bo  reduced  through 
tho  means  of  this  now  legislation  then  tho  Council  must  ex  orcisc  the  full 
powers  given  to  them  under  Section  9  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957. 

Up  to  the  tine  of  making  this  report,  the  new  Rent  Act  has  not  crea.ted 
a  great  deal  of  enthusiasm  in  this  area.  Some  owners  have  taken  advantage 
of  it  but  many*  have  had  second  thoughts  about  it  and  have  taken  no  action. 

In  some  cases  whore  rent  increases  have  been  made  the  tenant  has  not  taken 
advantage  of  tho  facilities  offered  to  him  by  the  Act,  by  submitting  the 
no ces Scary  form  to  the  landlord  stating  what  repairs  should  be  given  attention 
before  the  increase  became  operative. 

Tho  number  of  applications  received  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair 
at  the  end  of  the  year  ws.s  6,  and  each  was  approved. 

Many  undertakings  to  carry  out  works  of  repair  have  been  given  by 
landlords  to  tenants,  and  already  many  repairs  have  been  given  attention,  and 
work  is  in  progress  at  a.  Large  number  of  houses. 

Inspections  and  surveys  of  1421  Dwelling  Houses  have  been  made,  and  as 
a  result  of  these  inspections  52S  Notices, which  had  to  bo  served  upon  the 
owners  or  their  Agents  to  remedy  defects,  have  boon  complied  with. 


PIOUS  PIG  ACT.  1949. 


Progress  in  the  operation  of  this  Act  is  still  being  maintained,  and 
during  -the  year  22  applications  wore  dealt  with  by  the  Housing  Sub-Committee. 

Of  those  applications,  20  wero  approved  and  2  were  refused  because  the  work 
had  been  comnoncod  boforo  approval  had  been  granted. 

During  the  same  period  schemes  which  had  been  approved  were  satisfactorily 
completed  and  the  amount  of  grant  allocated  to  each  was  paid. 

The  Sub-Committee  which  considers  all  applications  prior  to  submission 
to  tho  Housing  Committee  for  approval  has  dealt  with  tho  following  applications  I -

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The  Housing  Act,  1949,  has  proved  of  immense  value  to  many  owners  of 
dwelling  nouses  in  unis  ares.,  with  the  Local  Authorities  having  power  to  give 
grants  and  linancial  assistance  he  property  owners  to  save  houses  which  otherwise, 
in  the  passing  of  time,  would  have  deteriorated  beyond  economical  repair,  aid. 
to  provide  up  to  date  amenities  in  houses  which  were  deprived  of  such"  facilities. 

To  say  that  those  grants  produce  reckless  expenditure  of  public  money  is  far 
from  the  truth  and  gives  a  wrong  impression  of  tlio  integrity  of  tho  Local 
Authority  which  was  sufficiently  fan  sighted  and  public  spirited  enough  to 
consider  and  approve  thorn  in  principle 0 

Everyone  is  aware  that  rents  could  bo  raised  by  8$  under  the  Rents  Restriction 
Act,  which  was  based  on  tho  cost  expended.  This  system  apparently  was  not 
attractive  enough,  arid  tho  fact  rrv>t  not  bo  overlooked  that  houses  are  a  national 
asset  and  should  bo  treated  as  such  .end  preserved  and  improved  as  a  part  of  the 
general  economy  of  the  Country,  regardless  of  the  ability  of  owners  to  moot  tho 
whole  cost  of  tho  expenditure* 


The  Housing  Act,  1949  has  boon  brought  la  for  this  purpose  and  is  producing 

satisfactory  results.

There  has  boon  no  casing  off  in  tho  enquiries  for  housing  accommodation  and 
applications  still  continue  to  bo  rece  ived 


T...e  cessation  ox  building  operations  and  the  scarcity  of  vacant  houses  makes 
the  problem  of  re-housing  most  difficult,  and  it  is  now  the  policy  to  give  priority 
to  applicants  who  aro  living  in  overcrowded  conditions  or  in  accommodation  which 
might  bo  prejudicial  to  health  by  reason  of  some  possible  infection.

The  absence  of  serious  complaints  has  indicated  that  tho  service  already 
in  operation  is  giving  satisfaction. 

Enquiries  havo  boon  received  from  tho  more  populated  parts  of  tho 
Rural  Parishes  concerning  consideration  being  given  to  a  weekly  collection  to 
replace  the  alternative  week  service  now  being  given*  This  request  is  being 
investigated  with  the  possibility  of  improving  on  the  present  arrangements# 

It  is  tho  desire  to  give  as  good  a  service  as  possible  and  if  this  is 
to  be  achieved,  and  tho  expenditure  incurred  kept  within  reasonable  limits,  house¬ 
holders  who  .‘lave  to  pay  their  part  for  the  service  should  sec  that  the  quantity 
of  refuse  for  collection  and  disposal  is  limited  to  such  waste  material  which  cannot 
be  disposed  of  satisfactorily  by  any  other  method. 

Unfortunately,  there  is  material  deposited  in  the  dustbins  which  could 
bo  burnt,  and  much  of  the  waste  paper  which  has  to  be  disposed  of  in  this  way  on 
the  tipping  sites,  could  bo  saved  and  assist  in  reducing  tho  cost  of  the  service.
